The late Emperor having aflumed the 
title of Charles TL. of Spain, and preparing 
to fail thither on board au Eoglith feet, Ke 
Philip found it nece ffary to return to Spain: 
where he found things thrangely altered 
a great part of his fubjects ready to ake 
up arins againit him, and a potent alliance 
formed to fupport his rival, whole caule 
was owned by the hing of Portugal, and 
even by his father-in-law the Duke of Sa- 
voy. Catalonia was firlt in the revolt, 
which was foon after followed by Arra- 
gon; and fuch all fuccefs had his armies 
in Italy, that, by the advice of his grand- 
father, he entirely evacuated that coun- 
try. In1707, his uffuirs were in fome 
meafare rettured, by two very remarkable 
events. The firit was, the gaining the 
battle of Almanza on the 14th of April, 
by the Duke of Berwick ; and the other, 
the birth of Lewis Prince of Afiurias on 
the rath of Augutt following. In 1709, 
the allies had fo great fuccefs, chat K. Phi- 
lip found him(elf fhut up, as it were, in 
Caftile ; and the year following, the lofs 
of the battle of Sarragofla, forced him to 
abandon Madrid; into which his compe- 
titor entered in triumph. It was not long 
however before he forced the alties to re- 
tire into the kingdom of Arragon. 

The next year, 1711, K. Charles be- 
came Emperor; which gave Philip a great 
advantage, fo that he toon recovered alt 
that had revolted frown him in Spain; and 
in the year following concluded a peace 
with England and Portugal, and quickly 
after, with the reft of the allies, and at 
length with the Emperor. [o virtue of 
this peace, Naples, Milan, with the relt of 
the Spanith dominions in Italy, and the 
Low Countries, were yielded to the hou'e 
of Auliria; and Sicily given to the Duke 
of Savoy; who was afterwards forced to 
exchange it for Sardinia, by the quadruple

An account of the trials, &C. of the rebels. 
Ils of indilment were fund againk 
B thirty feven rebel-priicners, as men- 
tioned p. 2093, 4. But three of them had 
made thew efcape a day or two before, 
wiz. John Betts, out of New priton, 
Clerkenwell ; and Peter Mo/s and form 
Holker, out of Newgate. Early in the 
morg 
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morning of the 26th of June, the remain- 
ing thirty four were carried in coaches 
from Newgate and New prifon to the 
court-houfe on St Margaret's Hill; and 
having an{fwered to their names, they 
Were committed to the new goal, South- 
wark. Copies of their indictments were 
delivered them on the 28th of June; and 
on the 3d of July they were again carried 
to the court-houfe, and arraigned, before 
the Lords Chief Juflices Lee and Willes, 
Mr Jufice Wright, and Meff. Barons 
Reynolds, Clarke, and Clive. Alexander 
Abernethy, a fargeon, Fames Ged, a prin- 
ter, both Captains in Perth’s regiment, 
and Tdomas Furnival, of Chefhire, Man- 
cheiter warehoufeman, a Lieutenant in the 
Mancheiter regiment, pleaded Guilty, and 
begged of the judges to recommend them 
to his Majelty’s mercy. All the reit 
pleaded Not guilty. As their trials were 
appointed to begin on the 7th, they pre- 
fented petitions, praying for longer time ; 
alledging, that their moft material wit- 
mefics lived in Scotland and Lancahhire ; 
and made oath, that the contents of the 
petitions were matters of fact.

Capt. Nevet, of the third regiment of 
foot-guards, depofed, That he went by 
order of the Duke to vilit and examine 
the rebel-officers in Carlifle ; and that the 
prifoner was one of them, and went by 
the name of Col. Townly, and command- 
ant of Carlifle. 

Capt. Vere, an officer fent by the Duke 
of Newcaftle unon the publick fervice, de- 
pofed in thefe words: * I faw the prifon- 
er on the zoth of November at Carlifle, 
for I was taken prifoner a little before by 
the rebel-army. He was called Col. 
Townly, Colonel of the Manchetter re- 
giment, and commandant of the town. 
On the 25th of December he appeared 
with a white cockade. I went up to Col, 
Hamilton's room; where we talked of a 
capitulation ; and Mr Hamilton was wil 
ling to agree to it. We then wrote a let- 
ter to his R. Highnefs the Dake 5 and the

Mr Davidfon, a grocer of Carlifle, de- 
poled, That the prifaner aéted as com- 
mandant of Carlifle, and Colonel of the 
Wanchelter regiment ; and that the wit- 
nefs being prefeot when he ordered a houfe 
to be fet on fire at Carlifle, and afki ng 
him the reafon, the prifoner repli ed, That 
Yeveral of the Eleétor of Hanover’s men 
had fired from it, and annoyed his men.

The prifoner’s council pleaded, in his

‘The time, place, or circumitances, were 
not varied in any of the indictments, ex- 
cept Counfellor Morgan's; who was in- 
dicted, for having been in arms at Derby, 
on the 5th of December, and adhering to 
the King’s enemies, Ge. 

Soon after the court broke up, all thofe 
found guilty received notice in writing 
from the profecutor for the crown, that 
they were to receive fenteace of death on 
Tuefday the 22d, and to come prepared 
if they had any thing to move in arrelt of 
judoment. 

Accordingly, on faid 22d, the Lord 
Chief Jultice Lee, Meif. Juttices Wright, 
Fotter, and Abney, and Meif. Barons Rey- 
nolds and Clive, met in court, and all the 
convicts were brought before them. ‘l'wo 
points were moved by their council in ar- 
re{t of judgment: 1. That the telt of the 
commiifion was not fet out in the caption 
of the indiétment; and, 2. That it was 
not fet out in the indiétment, that the 
prifuners were in actual cuftody on or be- 
fore the 1ft of January 1746 [i. 1747-], 
purfuant to the late ftatute [p.129.]. Bue 
the court; being unanimouily of opinion, 
that thefe exceptions were not good in 
law, over-ruled them ; and the Lord Cinef 
Juttice Lee, adcrefling bimfelf to the pris 
foners, obferved, ‘hat the crime they 
ftood convitéted of, was the mott atrocious 
that mankind could commit; that as they 
had fo greatly offended the government 
by which they were protected, they could 
expeét no protection or clemency from 
that government which they had endea~ 
voured to fubvert and overturn; that they 
had murdered many of his Majetty’s liege 
fubjeéts, who lately ftoud up in defence 
of their lawful fovereign, and the laws 
and conttitution of their country, whole 
blood cried for vengeance againtt them ; 
and that unlefs they repented fincerely in 
this world, they would inevitably be 
doomed to everlaiting torments, Then 
his Lordthip pronounced the feateace of 
the court, declaring, that the following 
perfons were attainted of high trealon, in 
levying war againit our Sovereign Lord the 
hing withip wiz. Alexander 
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Abernethy, James Gadd otherwife Gad, 
Thomas Furnivall, Chr iftopher Taybr, and 
Andrew Blood ocherwile Bhyde, on theirown 
confefion; and Francis Townly, George 
Fletcher, William Brettaugh otherwile 
Bratter otherwite Bretter, Thomas Chad 
avick otherwife Chaddock, Thomas Deacon, 
Fames Dawfon, John Barwick, Fobn 
Saunderjon, Thomas Syddall, Charle: Dea- 
con, ‘Fames Wilding otherwife Wheelding, 
and David Morgan, on verdict; and con- 
cluding thus: ** Let the feveral prifoners 
above named return to the goal of the 
county of Surrey, from whence they 
came; and from thence they muft be 
drawn to the place of execution; and 
when they come there, they mutt be feve- 
rally hanged by the neck; but not till 
they be dead; for they mutt be cut down 
alive; then their bowels mutt be taken 
out, and burnt before their faces; then 
their heads mutt be fevered from their bo- 
dies, and their bodies feverally divided in- 
to four quarters ; and thefe mult be at the 
King’s difpofal."”. ‘Townly and Dawfon 
{poke each of them a confiderable time. 
"Tis faid that fome of them prefented pe- 
titions to the court, and that in general 
they defired to be recommended to the 
King’s mercy. On their trials they feem- 
ed to have deceived themielves with a 
vain expedtation of deliverance, froma 
miltaken reliance on the capitulation of 
Carlile, imagining that they were inti- 
tied to the fame treatment as the fubje&s 
of a foreign prince taken pritoners of war 
on a like capitulation. ‘The council that

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ted at Manchetler, and his head put up 
on the market-crofs, for being in the re- 
bellion in 17155 but this was fo far from 
being a caution to the fon, that he gloried 
in what he had done; ard fome of his 
friends, after fentence, deploring his un- 
happy condition, and bewailing the di- 
ftrefles which his family muit inevitably 
fuffer by his untimely death, his anfwer 
was, That he hoped all his children would 
die in the fame caute. 

David Morgan, Elqs aged near fifty 
years, was ofa good family in Monmouth- 
fhire. Having got a liberal education, 
and being bred to the law, he was in due 
time called to the bar: but not making a 
fhining figure there, he retired into the 
country, and, after his fathe:’s death, li- 
ved chiefly on his eflate. Our author's 
character of this Gentleman ts very extra- 
ordinary, and therefore we fhail give it 
verbatim, viz. ‘Being naturally of a 
haughty turbulent difpofition, his neighe 
bours, tenants and domeiticks, were con- 
tinually plagued with his humours. Bue 
to fum up his character in few words, (for 
we have not room to fay a great deal of 
him) : He was a morole hufband, a tyran- 
nical mafter, a litigious neighbour, an op- 
preflive landlord, and a falle friend. He 
had pride without the leatt condefcenfion, 
avarice without a fpark of generofity, ill- 
nature without a grain of benevolence. 
But what his virtues and better qualities 
were, (if he had any), have not yet come 
to our knowledge. If they had, we 
fhould gladly have mentioned them; that 
the world might not run away with an 
opinion, that Mr Morgan was the only 
man who ever lived half a century with- 
out doing one good action, and that he 
died unlamented by friend, neighbour or 
domeftick.”” 

Ir is faid, that the prifoners vainly flat- 
tered themfelves, that they would be deem- 
ed prifoners of war, and exchanged, im 
terms of the cartel between Britain and 
France ; that therefore, having daily got 
plenty of the belt provilions fent them, 
they lived, in general, merrily and incon- 
fiderately ; that they would not be unde- 
ceived till their trials came on; and that 
after fentence they kept up their fpirits to 
the fame pitch of gaiety they had dose 
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before, being fully pe:fuaded that they 
fuffered in a righteous caufe. But other 
accounts fay, that, after fentence, the re- 
hbels were attended by feveral eminent di- 
vines; that they much regretted. their 
mifpent time while in Newgate, occafion- 
ed by the vain hopes with which a fet of 
vifitants flattered them; and that their de- 
portment wasinevery way fuitable to Chri- 
ftians, and Gentlemen in their melancholy 
circumitances. And in particular, astoMr 
Blood, it is faid even inthis Genuine account, 
that, while in Newgite, ge behaved with 
great decency, kept his room much, and 
never mixed with the noify mirth and riot- 
ous living of his fellow-prifoners; that he 
devoted himfelf wholly to the duties of 
religion, feemed to have a deep fenfe of 
his pait follies, repented fincerely of the 
part he had aed for the pretender, and 
was, tho’ too late, convinced of his error; 
and that he feemed fo well prepared for 
death, as not to change countenance, or 
appear in the leaft fhocked, when the fa- 
tal fentence was pronounced that doomed 
him to a terrible execution. Notwith- 
ftanding this, the writer of the pamphlet 
fays, that every one of the rebels that fuf- 
fered, threw treafonable papers among the 
mob immediately before their execution. 
r—Which tragical fcene we now proceed 
to relate, for moft part as we have it in the 
dame pamphlet. 

A friend of Col. Town's coming to fee 
him after he had received fentence, faid, 
** L believe, Sir, you deceived yourfelf in 
Imagining you could clear up your own in- 
mocence, or invalidate the credit of the 
King's witneffes."". To which Mr Town- 
dy, with tears in his eyes, replied, “* My 
dear friend, I never thought it would 
Come to this.” 

Mr Fletcher acknowledged, that he had 
brought this misfortane upon himfelf by 
his obitinacy ; for that his mother had 
begeed of him, even on her knees, to keep 
himielf out of the rebellion; and when 
no perfuafions could prevail, the offered 
him a thoufand pounds to do with as he 

pleaicd, if he would hearken to her ad- 
vice. Butall to no purpofe, 
Some of Mr Biood's acquaintance that 
came to vifit him the night before he fuf- 
ped, flattered him with hopes of a re- 
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prieve; for fome powerful friends, (icy 
faid, had made intercefiion for him. be: 
he paid little regard to what they (4, 
and* anfwered, ** That he entertain ed 
fuch hopes; that he had been lor ¢ in cx- 
pectation of death, was prepared fo: 1°, 
and was not in the leatt afraid to mee: .:; 
for that all men muft die, and he had as 
lieu die now as a great while hence ” 

The day before execution, Mr Da-»- 
fon’s father came to fee him, tn orcer 09 
take his final leave of him. Burt how un- 
utterable was his forrow at bis meting 
him in fuch a place, and in fuch a concs- 
tion! Tears prevented his tpeaking a 
word for fome minutes, and figh- ana bro- 
ken expreilions was all that could be head 
for a good while. At length, falliry on 
his neck, he was juft able to fay, O ay 
dear child, what would I give were st 10 
my power to fave thee!” — with otocr 
melting expreflions, which brought te.'s 
from the eyes of all that behe!d them — 
And thus he held him fatt locked in ! 
embrace for fome time; and when ticy 
parted, how did his paffions firugy'e 
his paternal breaft!— But ir ts estier 
imagine, than with words to deicribe ts 
moving fcene. 

That night alfo, the father of 
avick came to take his laft farewel, ard 
appeared in fuch deep affliction for tec 
unhappy fate of his fon, that the your: 
man could not forbear being affected wih 
his tendernefs, and burft into tears to ice 
his father in fo much trouble on his 
count. And this was the more remark- 
able, as he was always noted for being 2 
man of an undaunted refolution, and thet 
this was the firft time, fince his impnion- 
ment, that he had difcovered any concern 
about his condition. 

Counfellor Morgan's wife alfo came ‘9

and behaved with all the love and tender 
nefs becoming an affectionate wite.

And after breakfait they bad 
their irons knocked off, in the following 
order, 1. Townly, 2. Morgan, 3. Deacon, 
4. Dawfon, 5. Beracick, 6 Fletcher, 
97. Chadwick, 8. Syddall, 9. Blood. 
When the halter was put about Syddall, 
he was oblervedto tremble very much 3 
tho” he endeavoured to conceal his ditor- 
der from the {pectators, by taking a pinch 
of {fnuff. As the executioner was faflen- 
ing his hands, he lifted up his eyes, and 
faid, O Lord, hy ip me. 
Being thus pinioned, the keeper put 
them into a room backward for a fhore 
time, till the fledges were made ready. 
‘They were then put into three fledges, 
each drawn by three horfes, and were car- 
ried from the goal, about ten a’ clock, to 
Kennington common, in the following or- 
der, viz. Firft, a party of dragoons 5 next, 
a large party of the foot-guards; then, 
the three fledges, (in the firit of which 
were, Zoanly, Blood, Berevick, and the ex- 
ecutioner with a drawn fcymeter; in the 
fecond, Morgan, Deacon, and Syddall; and 
in the third, Fletcher, and Chad- 
avick), furrournded by the foot-guards 
who alfo brought up the rear. A pile of 
faggots and a block were placed near the 
gallows ;. and while the prifoners were re- 
moving from the fledges intoa cart drawn 
under the tree for that purpofe, the fag- 
gots were fet on fire, and the guards form- 
eda circle round the place of execution, 
The prifoners were not attended by any 
clergyman either Proteflant or Roman 
Catholick ; but Mr Morgan, with his fpe- 
€tacles on, read prayers and other pious 
meditations to them, out of a book of de- 
votion; to which the reft feemed very at- 
tentive, and joined devoutly in all the 
prayers and ejaculations with a great deal 
of ferioufnefs. ‘They continued thus a- 
bove half an hour, and behaved with 
great refolution, in a manner fuitable to 
their unhappy circumitances, all of them 
feeming calm and compofed, tho’ none 
fhed tears. After they had 
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devotions, every one of them took fome 
avritten papers out of the book which he 
held in his nand, and threw them, and 
their prayer-books, among the {pectators. 
"The contents of the papers were, That 
they died mn a juit caufe; that they did 
not repent of what they had done; that 
they doubted not but their deaths would 
be revenged; and feveral other treafon- 
able expreflions. ‘They likewife deliver- 
ed papers feverally to the Sheriff; and 
then flung away their hats, fix of which 
were laced with gold, all of them having 
been genteeily drefled. Immediately at- 
ter, the executioner pulled their caps out 
of their pockets, put them on, and drew 
them over their eyes, and then they were 
tarned off. When they had hung about 
three minutes, the foldiers pulled off their 
fhoes, white flockings, and breeches, and 
the executioner pulled cff the reit of their 
cloaths. He then cut down the body of 
Mr Townly, and laid it on the block. 
Bat oblerving fome figns of life in it, he 
firuck it feveral violent blows on the 
breaft ; then taking out the bowels and 
heart, he threw them into the fire; and 
afterwards, with a cleaver, fevered the 
head from the body, and put both into a 
coffin. He next cut down Mr Morgan, 
andafterwards all the reit, unbowelling and 
beheading them one by one, in the fame 
manner as he did Mr Townly. When 
the executioner put the laft heart, which 
was Mr Dawfon’s, into the fire, he cried, 
God /ave King George; and the multitude 
of tpelators gave a great fhout. The 
heads and bodies in coffins were conveyed 
back on the fledges to the new goal, South- 
wark, from whence they came, there to 
remain till the King’s pleafure fhould be 
koown.— There was prefent the greatett 
number of {peftators ever feen together 
in the memory of man, fome thoufands of 
whom had waited in the rain feveral hours 
to fee the execution of thefe unhappy men. 
But it was oblerved, that the mob offered 
no infults to any of the prifoners this day, 
tho’ they had behaved very rudely to them 
an pafling to aod from their trials, 

Charles Deacon was carried from the 
goa! in a coach, guarded by a party of 
doldiers, to fee the executions. 


We shall conclude with an ex-

A letter from 
Badajos, in the province of Eitremadura, 
dated a little before this event, bears, 
"Phatthe whole kingdom was then brought 
to the utmoft extremity and mifery by 
continual burdenfome taxes; that all the 
rclizious orders of friars and nuns were ob- 
jiged to pay their proportion, contrary to 
their former immunities and privileges ; 
that for every animal killed, even to a 
fow!, a tax was exacted; that for every 
woman brought to bed, was to be paid a 
dollar, or 4s. 6d; that, befides the exor- 
bitance of taxes, the Queen demanded 

from the fubjects, from time to time, fuch 
Jarye graturties, that, afew months ago, 
the number of dollars they were obliged 
to deliver was fo great, that the lealt pro- 
portion to a poor cobler amounted to 
twelve, which increafed to the traders and 
sicher fort of people according to their 
cicumflances.

particulars as they could find merch nts 
for; and that it was feared the growing 
corn, when ripe, would in like manner be 
intromitted with; all in prejudice of the 
creditors hypotheck. ‘This petition was 
moved on the 16th; but as the perfons

minions, without a confiderable foreiga 
force for his f{upport ; and much lefs could 
it be believed, that any of his Majeity’s 
fubje&ts, who were living in fuch eafe and 
fecurity at home, would give him encou- 
ragement foto do, by promifes to join 
him upon his landing. 

This, my Lords, was perhaps the rea- 
fon why the government was {fo ill pro- 
vided of a fuficient military force in the 
North of Scotland, to oppofe the rebels at 
their firft appearance in arms; and was a 
reafon for the incredulity that at firit pre- 
vailed among the people here. But the 
long and obftinate continuance of that in- 
credulity convinces me, that even here in 
England the rebels have many friends, 
and that by them this incredulity was pro- 
pagated among the people, in order to 
prevent the friends of the government 
from taking proper meafures for their 
own fecurity. Your Lordthips have 
therefore great reafon to fhew the utmott 
unanimity upon the prefent occafion, and 
to exprefs your zeal for the fupport of our 
prefent happy eftablifhment in the {trong- 
eft terms that our language will admit of. 
My Noble friend has, in my opinion, 
made an excellent choice, and for that 
reafon I ftood up to fecond his motion; 
but if any of your Lordfhips can add 
ftrength to his expreffions, I fhall readily 
agree to whatever may be propofed for 
that purpofe. All | defire is, that you 
may, upon this occafion, appear as zealous 
and unanimous as poffible ; becaufe it will 
prevent the rebels from being joined by 
any of their friends in England. And 
this I defire, not from any apprehenfion 
I have of the event, {uppofing they were 
joined by all the friends they have here ; 
but becaufe I think it may tend towards 
putting a more fpeedy end to the rebelli- 
on; which, in the prefent fituation of the 
affairs of Europe, is of the utmoit concern 
to this nation. 

If I thought otherwife, my Lords; if

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ftate of every Lord in this houfe at ftake ; 
for Iam convinced, no one of your Lord- 
fhips would fubmit to hold either life or 
eltate upon the abject terms of being the 
flave of Popith Priefts and French favou- 
rites. Nay, fuppofing we were in no dan- 
ger of Popery or flavery, yet I fhould 
dread the confequences of this rebellion’s 
being crowned with fuccefs: for the old 
maxim is certainly a true one, Regnabit 
multo fanguine, gui ab exilio in coronam ver 
merit. 

My Lords, it is not the prefent fituati- 
on of our domeltick affairs alone, that re- 
quires our unanimity and zeal upon the 
prefent occafion; the prefent fituation of 
our foreign affairs renders it equally ne- 
ceffiry for us to convince the world, that 
we are firmly refolved to fupport his Ma. 
jelty againit his domettick as well as his 
foreign enemies. Your Lordfhips are all, 
I believe, convinced, that if an effectual 
flop be not put to the ambitious views of 
the houfe of Bourbon, the liberties of Eu- 
rope malt be undone; and I believe you 
are all equally convinced, that no effectu- 
a! flop can be put to the views of that 
houle, without the powerful interpofition 
of this nation. Could this be expected 
from the pretender, fhould he be advan- 
ceu to the throne of thefe realms? No, 
my Lords: for the fake of enflaving us, 
and cramming his own fuperftitious reli- 
43 down our throats, he would certain- 

y follow the footiteps of his father ; ra- 
ther than be interrupted in this defign, he 
would join with that ambitious houfe in 
forging and riveting the fetters of Eu- 
rope: aod therefore, if our allies abroad, 
©: thofe who may now incline to be oar 
allies, fhould fee the leaft caule to fufpea 
{uch an event, they would defpair of be- 
ing able to oppofe the prefent fchemes of 
France; couiequently, every one of them 
would endeavour to make the beit terms 
they could for themfelves, and truit to pro- 
widence tor what might happen hereafter. 

‘rom hence, my Lords, we may fee 
the danger of giving the powers o: Eue 
rope the leaft caufe to fufpeét, that the re- 
betiion in Scotland is countenanced by a- 
BY psrty in this houfe. Such a fufpicion 
would put an immediate lop to that in- 


fluence which his Majeity may be iuppo- 
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fed to have in the courts of Europe ; aid 
would not only prevent our acquiring ary 
new allies againit France, but wouls ce 
tach from us all or moft of thole alias 
that have now declared openly in our !- 
vour, The Queen of Hungary and tre 
King of Sardinia would be obliged to 1.0 
mit to fuch terms of peace as thou d be 
prefcribed to them by the houfe of Bour- 
bon; the Emperor would become a {rt 
of Vicegerent under the court of \cr- 
failles; and the Dutch would blindly i.!- 
low the dire€tions of that court, in orcer 
to prevent their country from being over- 
wun, and to preferve that fhew of ivve- 
reignty they are now poffedled of. 

It Europe fhould be reduced to thee 
melancholy circumftances, our zeal 
the fupport of our prefent happy etlabi: - 
ment would be of very little fignificatior ; 
for tho’ his Majeity fhould get the better 
of the prefent rebellion, he would either 
be obliged to hold his crown as a fie! 0! 
the kingdom of France, or the pretenccr 
would be impoi/e¢ upon us by the uni cc 
force of Europe; which is certain'y a 
force that we could not refit. Even cur 
navy, my Lords, would, in fuch a caic, 
prove but a feeble defence; for if ‘ic 
French fhould get the fupreme direction 
of all the courts in Europe, it would joo 
be in their power to overmatch us at ico; 
and then they might fend the pretence: 
with fuch a numerous army as would pre- 
vent any oppofition. But all thele fate! 
confequences will, I hope, be preventes 
by your Lordfhips unanimoufly agree'': 
to thofe warm teftimonies of your z¢:!
